Anotlier Awful River I>isaster>-Tlie 
F"ire Piend's Dreadful Work 
All Over tlie Country. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 2 6 . — T h e

boat John H. Hanna from the Ouachita 
river, with a large number of passengers 
and a cargo of 3,500 bales of cotton on

C'Oi?IPI7I,.SOKV KDITCATIOnr AOVO- 
CATKD FOR IIVniANA. 


Mr. LaFollette, the state superintend- 
ent of education, has submitted to the 
governor a very remarkable report for 
tlui year. 
In the course of it he takes a 
d(H;ided stand for a compulsory educa- 
tion law, and gives some intere,sting 
tigur<>s to show the necessity of sutih a 
statute. 
There an; now in the 
state 
'J,H82 school houses. 
Their value is 
])laced at ¡jflS,41)1,872.21, and the vahie 
i)f tlu! apparatus contained in them 
is 
.1?80y,942. 
The amount exjiended for 
school purposes, last year, was .^5,235,- 
031.98. 
In other words, the state, in 
round numlxirs, has $15,()00,0(X) 
in- 
viisted in school property, and expends 
.<!;5,()00,00() aiinually in kee])ing up the 
'scliools. 
At the en<l of tlie school year 
in 188(5, the enumerrttion of chihh-en 1m;- 
tween the ages of six and twenty-one 
was 760,529. 
The enrollment that year 
was 508,875, and the averagti daily at- 
t(mdance 
387,194. 
In 
1888, 
the 
enumeration 
was 756,989, the enroll- 
ment 514,463, and the average daily at- 
tendance 408,775. 
Calculated in per- 
centages, the average daily 
attendance 
for 1877, was fifty per cent, of the 
enumeration, and seventy six per cent, 
of the enrollment, while 1888 showed 
the Bvei-age daily attendance to be fifty- 
four per cent, of the enumeration and 
8^ve?ity-aine per cent, of t}i« ^rjrojlqtxenf, 


the enrollment being sixty-eight per 
cent, of the enumeration. 


The superintendent suggests, how- 
ever, that the above figures are based 
upon the recorded membership' of the 
schools rather than the actual attend- 
ance, and asserts his belief that the 
actual average daily attendance is not 
over 25 per cent, of the enumeration and 
50 per cent, of the enrollment, and that 
the enrollment is not over 50 per cent, 
of the enumeration. 
In this belief the 
superintendent makes his argument for 
a cumpulsoiy educational law, quoting 
Horace Mann's remark that it is better 
to use legal force to take a child to 
school'than to use it in -taking him to 
prison. 
He recommends that the pro- 
visions of such compulsory law include 
the healthy children of the state between 
the ages of seven and fifteen years, and 
makes several suggestions for success- 
fully carrying out such a law by fur- 
nishing free text books, making parents 
liable for neglect to send their children 
to school, and prohibiting the employ- 
ment of children, except under certain 
specified conditions. 


In conclusion, he advocates 
more 
fairness in city and country enumer- 
ation, stating that in the country dis- 
tricts the school enumeraticm is hon- 
estly made at about 30 per cent, of the 
population, while in the cities it aver- 
ages from 35 to 60 per cent. 


The points made by Mr. LaFollette 
afford food for serious thought and 
certainly they bear him out well in the 
advances advocjited.
